A t 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
tw o men were sittin g at a table in 
the garden iii 
the rear of the 
“ Veranda” saloon, on Hennepin 
avenue near Third street, conver­ 
sing over their glasses about a trip 
they* proposed to take to Montana, 
when suddenly the elder one ex ­ 
claimed, “ I will shoot m yself," and 
drawing a revolver as he spoke.—

The desperate man plunged 
the 
muzzle of the pistol among the 
gray locks on his temple and fired, 
falling at at once to the floor and

assembled, am ong whom was the 
coroner, w ho took charge of the 
dead m an ’s effects. 
The com pan­ 
ion o f the deceased gave the fol­ 
lowing facts : 
His nam e is C. H. 
Pratt, 
and that of the suicide 
James G. Hazlet. 
They stand to 
each other in the relation of nephew 
and uncle. 
Hazlet lived in New* 
York city, where he w*as in the 
stationery business fur a number 
of years, but recently retired on a 
com petency. 
Mr. Pratt and h im ­ 
self conceived the idea of taking a 
pleasure trip to the Rocky M oun­ 
tains, and started last week, reach­ 
ing here 
on 
W ednesday. 
They 
have been on the street a good deal 
since, 
aud 
were the subjects of 
some attention, w earing coarse but 
not poor clothes, heavy top boots, 
flannel shirts and rev o lv ers; in 
fact being well prepared for a trip 
in the m ountains. 
Mr. Pratt lived 
here a year ago, and the last two 
days have been pleasantly spent in 
renewing old acquaintances and in ­ 
troducing them to his relative.— 
W hile Mr. H azlet w*as som ew hat 
despondent and talked of dying, 
Mr. Pratt was not expecting any­ 
thing of this kind. 
W h a t particu­ 
lar trouble weighed on his mind is 
not know n, although Mr. Pratt 
says he was disappointed in love 
when a young man, and has not 
recovered from it since. W hile not 
given to dissipation, he was a slave 
to the opium habit, taking large 
quantities o f 
laudanum.

O ne-half the contents 
of the battle said was not an ex ­ 
traordinary dose for the deceased. 
W hen the corpse was stripped at

rooms, 
it

found that it 
was 
tatooed with 
India ink in m any places, some of 
them most peculiar w ith inscrip­ 
tions indicating great devotion to a 
lady. 
H igh on the breast, just be­ 
low* the neck, were the words : 
Lady 
’s slave. 
On the left arm w as pricked in : 
“ Slave of M iss 
. 
I live but 
to obey lier. 
I w ill die to serve 
her.” 
On the left wrist he had w ritten : 
I a m 
*s slave. 
Novem ber, 
1857.” 
Other inscriptions were of the 
same tenor. 
The letters w ere nice­ 
ly* made, and were evidently years 
old. 
W hat romance w*as connec­ 
ted w ith these marks is a secret 
that had died w ith him.

troducing them to his relative.— 
While Mr. Hazlet w'as somewhat 
despondent and talked of dying, 
Mr. Pratt was not expecting any­ 
thing of this kind.

pocket 
yesterday

One-half the contents 
of the battle said was not an ex­ 
traordinary dose for the deceased. 
When the corpse was stripped at 
the undertaking 
rooms, it was 
found that it was tatooed with 
India ink in many places, some of 
them most peculiar with inscrip­ 
tions indicating great devotion to a 
lady. 
High on the breast, just be­ 
low' the neck, were the words : 
Lady 
’s slave. 
On the left arm w as pricked in : 
“ Slave of Miss 
. 
I live but 
to obey her. 
1 w ill die to serve 
her.” 
On the left wrist he had written : 
I a m 
‘s slave. 
November, 
1857.” 
Other inscriptions were of the 
same tenor. The letters w ere nice­ 
ly made, and were evidently years 
old. 
What romance was connec­ 
ted w ith these marks is a secret 
that had died with him.

General Crook is not an orator 
but his address 
at West Point 
did not lack eloquence, and its 
treatment of the Indian question 
was one of the most important 
declarations on that subject the 
country has recently received. He 
told the cadets that the United 
States Army is likely, hereafter, 
“ to be hardly more than a national 
police” and he condensed into one 
paragraph the doctrine which tlie 
nation needs most to consider, as 
to the Indians, as follows: 
“ War 
with Indian tribes can never as­ 
sume formidable dimensions. 
The 
savage is more ready to accept civ­ 
ilization than civilization is to ac­ 
cept him. 
With all his faults, and 
he has many, the American Indian 
is not half so black as he has been 
painted. 
He is cruel 
in war, 
treacherous at times and not over 
cleanly. 
But so were onr forefath­ 
ers. 
His nature, however, is 
sponsive to a treatment which 
stires him that it is based upon 
justice, truth, honesty, and com­ 
mon sense; it is not impossible that 
with a fair and square system of 
dealing with him, the American 
Indian would make a better citizen 
than many who neglect the duties 
and abuse the privileges of that 
proud title.” 
When the people are 
as ready to accept the Indian as a 
citizen as the Indian is to accept 
civilization,provision will speedily 
be made for the instruction of all 
the savages in the ways of civilized 
life, and a rewari} of land, cattle 
and tools will be offered to all In­ 
dians who qualify themselves to 
manage a farm. 
It is folly to con­ 
tinue to pay about $25,000,000 a 
year to 
feed and fight Indians, 
when a less annual expenditure for 
their education during the next ten 
years would make them self-sup­ 
porting citizens.

THE BOOK THIEF’S DEVICE. 


R lfllnc Valuable Book* o f Portrait* 
aud Rare Illustration*. 
[New York Letter.] 
“The newest trick of book thieves is a most 
curious one,” said a Nassau street book 
dealer, the other day, “and I confess it took 
me in completely, although I have been in 
the business forty years, and though I knew 
a good deal 
A very well dressed man came 
in and represented himself as the assistant 
librarian of the new public library in Cleve­ 
land. 
He said he had come to this city to 
buy 30,000 books, among which he wanted to 
inolude about forty representative copies of 
the old theological works printed in New 
England within the first century after the 
settlement of the Puritans. 
“Of course I gave him permission to look 
a t what I bad in that line,” said the book- 
dealer. 
“After examining the books for 
about half an hour the man went out, saying 
that he intended tc visit other bookstores in 
the neighborhood. 
lie returned about 3 
o’clock in the afternoon and looked again mi 
the books, and then went away, promising to 
call this morning and make his purchases. 
“J ust after he had gone I noticed that he 
had put oue of the books back on the wrong 
shelf. 
It was a volume of Cotton Mather’s 
sermon printed in Cambridge in 1058, and 
was almost unique ic this country. Taking 
it down I felt that there was some small 
substance between some of the leaves, and, 
sure enough, there was—a piece of wet string 
laid against the binding just back of where 
there had been 
a 
woodcut 
portrait of 
Cotton 
Mather 
himself. 
But 
the 
woodcut 
had 
disappeared. 
The 
rascal 
bod slipped tl»e wet string in during his 
first visit to the store, 
and 
it had so 
moistened the paste with which the portrait 
was fastened in the book that during his 
second visit he bad slipped the cut out and 
put it in his pocket without cutting or tear­ 
ing it in the least. 
An examination of the 
volumes the thief had looked over revealed 
the fact that he had in the same way stolen 
seventeen other woodcuts and engravings, 
the loss of which decreases the value of the 
volumes fully one-half.

the public libraries of the city, for that man 
evidently knows just what woodcuts and en­ 
gravings are the rarest and most valuable, 
and he will play the same trick in those

Point* About Patent*. 
[Washington Cor. New York Sun.] 
The belief of some persons that sugar in 
paying quantities can be got from cornstalks 
as well as from sorghum, recalls the fact that 
the state of Connecticut gave to Edward 
Hinm&n a patent for making molasses from 
cornstalks in October, 1717, or nearly 167 
year* ago. 
Senator Platt, who introduced 
this statement into a recent speech, cited 


d o o m other curious old Connecticut patent*, 
showing that the spirit of invention was 
rife there a t an early date. 
There were no 
devices in the list for manufacturing wooden 
nutmegs, but in 1783 a patent was given to 
Benjamin Hanks for “a clock which will 
wind itself up." 
Another interesting point that may be de­ 
rived from Mr. Platt’s tables is, that while 
in 1790 there were but three patents issued 
by the United States government, in 1793 but 
eleven, and in 1795 but twelve, the issue for 
year before last was 18,135, arid for last year 
it was 21,196. 
A t certain epochs there have 
been remarkable jumps in the annual list. 
Thus in 1854 the number of new patents rose 
to 1,759 from only 846 for the previous year, 
and the gain was held and continued. 
fck> in 
1866 the new issues were 8,874, but the fol 
lowing year the numbar bounded to 12,301 
Very oddly it never afterward varied 2,000 
up or down during fourteen years, the new 
issues for 1880 being 12,926. 
But ihe next 
year tho number suddenly started forward 
to 15,548, and there have since been steady 
and great gains. 
If the re-issues and the de­ 
signs of last year should be added to the new 
patents the aggregate would be 22,380.

Borne time 
this spring the little girl stepped upon & 
stub, making quite a wound in her foot, 
and finally resulted in lock jaw, and 
from which the child suffered untold 
agony. 
Finally the lock jaw gave way, 
and symptoms of hydrophobia set in and 
increased m riolenceuntil death relieved 
the little sufferer from her misery, which 
occurred la*t Saturday. 
For twenty- 
throe days not one moment of rest or 
freedom from pain came to her relief.— 
During her ravings sho tore the flesh 
from her hands witli her teeth, and was 
yery violent. 
The child was buried last

T uesday, J u n e 17.

he was worth 
$30,000,000. 
It has been known in financial 
circles for a short time that the commodore 
was somewhat in need of ready cash, but 
in time of 
disturbance like the present 
this was not thought to be serious for a man 
of such great wealth as he was supposed to 
possess. 
His denial that he had gone into 
liquidation was accepted as satisfactory, and 
the protesting of the notes of the Pittsburg, 
Cleveland & Toledo Railroad company, in 
which he was an indorser, was believed to 
have been permitted merely to protect him­ 
self. 
There was, therefore, very general 
surprise in business circles when it was offi­ 
cially announced from the county clerk’s office 
that Commodore Garrison had that morning 
executed and filed an assignment of his prop­ 
erty to John T. Terry, th* banker, of E. D. 
Morgan & Co., No. 52 Exchange place. What 
Commodore Garrison's liabilities amount to 
is not known by any one. 
The commodore 
himself is believed to know less about the de­ 
tails of his affairs than George J. Forrest, 
his confidential business manager, and the 
latter said that he could not make an esti­ 
mate. 
The amount which the debts will ag­ 
gregate was 
reported from $2,260,000 to 
$5,000,000. 
L a t e r. —Mr. Garrison’s embarrassment is 
Yuuch more serious than was at first sup­ 
posed. 
Assignee Terry says he has no idea 
as to how matters stand. 
Mellville C. Day, 
one of Garrison’s attorneys, thinks it will re­ 
quire careful management to liquidate all 
claimg. 
It is thought the street rumor of 
$6,000,000 liabilities is exaggerated. 
The 
nominal assets are likely to be $15,000,000. 
Garrison is a heavy indorser of railroad pa­ 
per. 
His physical condition is feeble, awing 
to his advanced age,
